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"Equally Regulated, Equally Taxed 

Testifying before a House coinunittee, J. Carter 
Fort of the Associatibn of American Railroads said 
that the nation's economic welfare demands the es- 
tablishment of a national transportation policy that 
insures fair treatment for all forms of transportation 
so that they can compete on 'an equal basis. That is 
especially necessary now in view of the dangerously 
inadequate earnings of the railroads and the increas- 
ing intensity of competition in transportation. 

Our present transportation policy was writtc/i 
long ago, when the railroads were the only important 
form of commercial transportation within the country. 
In the ensuing decades the changes have been revolu- 
tionary. We have seen the government subsidize the 
railroads' competitors to the tune of billions. We have 
seen the creation of an inejiuitable system whereby 
most carriers are regulated ty one agency," while, one 
of their principle competitors, the air lines, is regu- 
lated by an entirely independent agency which is free 
to follow opposed policies. We have made little pro- 
gress toward a policy which would permit coordina- 
tion of all forms of transportation, and equal oppor- 
tunity under the same laws and regulatory commis- 
sions for all to produce the most efficient and econo- 
mical service for the shippers and travelers of the 
country. 

Some years ago, when President Truman was 
a Senator, he said that "every Itind of transportation 
should be treated alike by government, equally regu- 
lated, equally taxed." The need for that kind of a 
policy is more urgent than ever.

The first step must be to bring labor mono- 
polies within immediate reach of the antt-trust sta- 
tutes. There can be no excuse whatever for continu- 
ing to exempt them from the same laws that protect 
the people against abuses of power by Industry. This 
view has been talcen by Senator Ball, among others, 
who recently wrote that the "traditional American 
approach is to break up the concentrations of power 
by approaches similar to the Sherman antitrust acts. ' 
In ottier words, to make industry-wide agreements 
and strikes or lookouts subject to the antitrust laws." 
That was done in the House version of the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act, but it lost out by a single vote In the Senate. 

In any event, the power of a man, a group of 
men, or an organization to defy this nation cannot 
be countenanced.

Heating equipment of all kinds 
should be inspected by experts in order to ready it 
for hard use ne.xt winter, and needed repairs should 
be made at once. Electric cords, lamps and appliances 
should also be checked for possible dangers. Flam- 
mables, such as paint and cleaning liquids, should 
bo carefully stored, and rags which are used with 
them should be kept only in closed metal containers,
